It Isj a source of perennial pleasure aad 
Intereet because It presents real men 
and women and tings their fays and sor- 
row|e. jhe traced briefly tbe develop- 
ment of the opera from Its beginning as 
a primitive music play tbrongh tbe cul- 
minLitlon of tbe old regime of Donf zHtl, 
to the modern music drama of Richard 
Wagner lo show that progress la the 
governing principle of tbe opera. On 
this1 point Mrp. Hamlin sketched the 
opera of the Donezetti period. While 
thejmusle was tuneful and pleased the 
ear It had little dramatic significance. 
Ibere was no union between the play 
and1 the music. This wss largely be- 
cause tbe audiences demanded ear-tick- 
lluja music and allowed the prlma donna 
to tyrannize over them. She would atop 
tbe Helton of tbe opera to sing cadenzas, 
trills, or to plaase with a hlgb note.
